assemble at 2 o'clock on Thurs- 
day, May 17, 1900. 

The Republican electors of the 
State and all other electors, with- 
out regard to past political affili- 
ations, who believe in civil lib- 
erty, are cordially invited to 
unite tinder this call in the selec- 
tions of delegates to this conven- 
tion. 

It shall also be the duty of the 
State convention to nominate two 
electors from State at large, to 
be voted for at the Presidential 
election, Tuesday, November 6, 
1900. 

The Congressional district del- 
egates shall be elected by conven- 
tions called by the committees of 
each district. In t he manner of 
nominating the candidate for 
Congress in said district 
Congressional district will be < 
titled to two delegates and t 
alternate delegates. Said C 
gressional district convent 
will also nominate an elector to 
be voted for at the Presidential 
election, Tuesday, November 6,

The basis of representation in 
saiil convention shall be one dele- 
gate for every fOO votes cast for 
MeKinley for President at the 
November election in 1806, and 
one delegate for every fraction 
over 50 votes cast. 

The Chairmen of the various 
county committees are hereby di- 
rected to issue a call for conven- 
tions or primaries for the selec- 
tion of delegates to attend said 
conventions, which conventions 
or primaries shall be held at some 
convenient place in the county. 
The Chairmen will cause to be 
published and shall give at least 
ten days' notice of the manner of 
selecting said delegates except 
that the Chairman of the State 
Central Committee, Mr. JC. M. 
Bamett, and the Secretary, there- 
of, Mr. K. J. Hampton, together 
with Mr. N. C. Cureton, be and 
are hereby appointed a special 
committee to have full charge 
and control of the selection of 
delegates to the district conven- 
tion for the Fifth Congressional 
district, also delegates to the 
State convention from Jefferson 
county for the ensuing term of 
four years. The said special 
committees shall have power to 
determine the method by which 
the above selection shall be made 
and shall appoint the proper of- 
ficers to conduct the same. They 
shall receive the returns from the 
primary elections, or the mass

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INDIAN BREAD ROOT. 

Fine Specimen* Found on J. W. Finley'i. 
Farm— In PubHc Library Museum. 

Mr.Jas. W. Finley brought fn a- 
fine specimen of Indian broadroot 
Monday, which had been plowed up 
on his farm a few days ago. It is 
now on exhibition in the Public Li- 
brary museum. It is fourteen 
inches long, five inches in diameter 
and weighed, partly dried, a little 
over five pounds. Looking up the . 
history of the plant it is found to 
possess the botanical name of Psora- - 
lea. There are thirty species fn 
North America. This variety, known 
as prairie-turnip, prairie-apple, Cree 
potato, or Missouri breadstuff, once 
yielded a great part of the food of 
Indians, but is now rarely found, It 
covered the prairies from Saskatche- 
wan, Canada, to Texas. At one time 
the attempt was made to intro- 
duce this plant as an esculent fnto- 
Europe. This was at the tlmo of the 
potato-rot but the attempt was un- 
successful.

Threatened Coal Famine. 

The Henderson Journal has this 
say of the threatened coal famine 
at Kvansvllle and other river points: 

Evansvlllo, Ind., April 12.— Steam- 
boats in the local port are having 
considerable difficulty in Kettingcoal 
and uniosB the miners In southern 
Indiana resume within the next 
week it will be almost impossible 
for them to get coal at any price. 

The Green river boats, the Park 
City ami the Crescent City, are now 
burning slack and in a few days they 

ill be forced to burn wood as the 
boats In the "olden times" used to 
do. 

When the strike of ten days ago 
was declared all the union miners in 
the State of Kentucky closed down 
except those at Utopia and Morgan- 
town. The operators of these miie s 
took the place of the diggers and by 
their efforts kept the Oreon river 
boats supplied with coal. Things 
went along all right until tho opera- 
tors received warning from the union 
men thpt the mines must close or 
they would be blown up. The oper- 
ators thought the best tiling to do 
was to close the mines. 

Since Tuesday the Green river 
boats have been using slack. They 
get their supply from the Aberdeen 
Coal Company at Aberdeen, Ky., 
bat the supply is fimited and when 
It is exhausted the boats will be 
borced to burn wood. 

When the mines are runing on 
schedule time the boats can get coal 
at \% cents a bushel. They now find 
it hard to buy it for 7 cents a bushel. 

There is absolutely no coal In 
F.vaiisville that can bo bought by 
the steamboats at any price. Tills 
is also true of Casey ville, Ky., where 
the boats heretofore have been able 
to purchase coal la any amount. 

TheKvansville and Paducah pack- 
ets now buy coal at Paducah, Ky., 
but It is at an advanced price and 
if the mines in the State remain 
clos. d they will And it a hard propo- 
sition to buy It any place along the 
river between Ix>ulsville, Ky., and 
Padooahi 

The Leuisville boats take on coal 
at points all alov- the river, but they 
are forced to pay a higher price for 
It since the strike began. They can- 
not get any coal below Canneltou, 
Ind. 

At II n.!. rson, Ky.. the boats can 
get coal in abundance at double 
priei-, bat BOW h>n;r the supply will 
last is a question, lloat owners have 
plac.'d barge* at the levee and are 
having coal hauled Jrom the railroad 
yards. This coal comes from F.arl- 
ington, Ky., a non-union mine. If
